White House Turns Focus to Jobs 


Advisers say Obama 
will unveil proposals 
in State of the Union 

Washington 

A politically shaken White House 
promised Sunday a sharper focus 
on jobs and the economy, but key 
advisers were less sure-footed on 
health care reform. They took a 
wait-and-see approach as the dust 
settles from the punishing loss 
of the late Edward M. Kennedy’s 
Senate seat. 

President Obama’s poll numbers 
are down — primarily because of 
the slow economic recovery and 
double-digit unemployment. And 
a majority of Americans also have 
turned against health care reform, 
the president’s signature legisla- 
tive effort that was likely killed 
with Scott Brown’s stunning upset 
in the special election in Massa- 
chusetts. 

“The president has always 
gotten the message,” top Obama 
adviser David Axelrod said. “The 
message is, we need to grow this 
economy in a way that allows hard-

working people who are meeting 
their responsibilities to get ahead 
instead of falling behind.” 

Axelrod said Americans would 
learn more about White House 
plans for the economy on Wednes- 
day when the president delivers his 
first State of the Union address. The 
adviser offered no specifics; there 
has been talk of a second econom- 
ic stimulus package, one totaling 


about $175 billion. 

On health care. White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs said dis- 
cussions were under way to see 
whether Democrats can take some 
kind of action in Congress. Valer- 
ie Jarrett, another top adviser, said 
Obama had spoken to congressio- 
nal leaders over the weekend “to try 
to see what the climate is, what’s 
the art of the possible.” 


Having watched Obama suffer 
through one of the cruelest political 
weeks of his first year in the White 
House, Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., had no 
plans to give the president any help 
or breathing room. He said the only 
hope for health care was to “stop 
and start over and go step by step 
to fix the cost problem.” 

More largely, McConnell said 
Obama needs to move to the polit- 
ical center. “I think he’ll find a lot 
more Republican support than he’s 
had in the first year,” the senator

Bernanke’s four-year 
term as central bank 
chief expires Sunday 

Washington 

A defeat of Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Ben Bernanke’s quest for 
another four-year term could raise 
the risk of a “double dip” recession 
if political jousting over a succes- 
sor were to drag on for months, 
economists warn. 

But Bernanke’s prospects 
appeared to brighten Sunday, with 
three more senators, including Sen- 
ate Republican leader Mitch McCo- 
nnell of Kentucky, predicting he’ll 
be confirmed. A vote is expected 
later this week. 

Still, the chance of Bernan- 
ke’s defeat has unsettled Wall 
Street, contributing to last week’s 
5 percent loss by the Dow Jones 
industrial average, its worst per- 
formance in 10 months. If Ber- 
nanke were rejected, uncertain- 


ty over a successor would further 
roil global markets, at least in the 
short run. 

Anxiety, along with sagging 
investments, could cause consum- 
ers and businesses to cut spending. 
Joblessness, already at 10 percent, 
could worsen. 

Bernanke’s confirmation, which 
had seemed assured, was sudden- 
ly thrown into doubt last week as 
resistance grew among some Sen- 
ate Democrats. And some senators 
who had supported Bernanke said 
they were now undecided. 

Bernanke’s term expires Sunday 
If he isn’t confirmed by then. Vice 
Chairman Donald Kohn is expect- 
ed to step in as chairman. 

Speaking on Sunday talk shows, 
McConnell and Sen. Dick Durbin ol 
Illinois, the No. 2 Senate Democrat, 
predicted the Senate would approve 
Bernanke’s confirmation. Over the 
weekend. President Obama phoned 
Senate allies and was given assur- 
ances that Bernanke’s approval is 
likely, jeannine aversa (ap)

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Haiti Official: Over 150K Buried 


Government urges 
homeless to find new 
shelter outside capital 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

The truckers filling Haiti’s mass 
graves with bodies reported 
ever higher numbers: More than 

150.000 quake victims have been 
buried by the government, an offi- 
cial said Sunday. 

That doesn’t count those still 
under the debris, carried off by 
relatives or killed in the outlying 
quake zone. 

“Nobody knows how many 
bodies are buried in the rubble — 
200,000? 300,000? Who knows the 
overall death toll?” said the official. 
Communications Minister Marie- 
Laurence Jocelyn Lassegue. 

Dealing with the living, mean- 
while, a global army of aid work- 
ers was getting more food into 
people’s hands but acknowledged 
falling short. “We wish we could 
do more, quicker,” said U.N. World 
Food Program chief Josette Sheer- 
an, visiting Port-au-Prince. 

In the Cite Soleil slum, U.S. sol- 
diers and Brazilian U.N. peacekeep- 
ing troops distributed food. Lunie 
Marcelin, 57, said the handouts 
will help her and her six grown 
children “but it is not enough. We 
need more.” 

The Haitian government was 
urging many of the estimated 

600.000 homeless huddled in open 
areas of Port-au-Prince, a city of

Stunning Survival 

A French search and rescue team on Sat- 
urday pulled a quake survivor from the rubble 
of a hotel grocery store in Port-au-Prince, 
left.

Suspected American Drone Crashes in Pakistani Tribal Region 


Peshawar, Pakistan 

A suspected U.S. drone crashed 
in Pakistan’s lawless tribal area 
near the Afghan border Sunday, a 
rare mishap for a program Wash- 
ington has increasingly relied on 
to kill Taliban and al- Qaeda mil- 
itants, said intelligence officials 
and a local resident. 

Local tribesman in North 


Waziristan were congratulating 
each other for shooting down the 
drone, said resident Saudur Reh- 
man. But the Pakistani army reject- 
ed similar claims after a drone 
crashed in neighboring South 
Waziristan in 2008, saying it was 
a technical problem. 

The crash occurred about 6 p.m. 
in the Hamdhoni area of North 
Waziristan, about 2.5 miles north- 


west of the town of Miran Shah, said 
two intelligence officials, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

“I saw that the aircraft was com- 
ing down and [it] finally crashed 
in an open area a distance from 
me,” said Rehman, who indicat- 
ed he heard gunfire just before the 
crash. “Tribesmen are celebrating 
and congratulating each other for 
shooting it down.” 


North Waziristan is dominated 
by militant groups that stage cross- 
border attacks against U.S. and 
NATO troops in Afghanistan.

The Afghan government post- 
poned parliament elections for four 
months on Sunday, citing security 
concerns, logistical problems and 
a lack of enough money from the 
country’s international partners 
to pay for them. 

The U.S. and its allies urged the 
Afghans to use the time to reform 
the electoral system to avoid a 
repeat of last year’s fraud-marred 
election, which undercut interna- 
tional support for President Hamid 
Karzai and threatened the Obama 
administration’s strategy for revers- 
ing the tide of the war. 

The Independent Election 
Commission, whose chairman is 
appointed by the president, said it 
needed about $50 million from the 
international community to pay for 
the parliamentary election, budget- 
ed to cost $120 million. 

That money has not come 
through in time to hold the vote 
as planned on May 22, according 
to commissioner Fazel Ahmed 
Manawi. The vote will be held on 
Sept. 18 instead, Manawi said.

Japanese Vote to Resist U.S. Base 


Al-Qaeda leader says 
group planned failed 
Christmas jet attack

Osama bin Laden claimed respon- 
sibility for the failed attempt to 
bomb a Detroit-bound airliner on 
Christmas in a new audio message 
released Sunday threatening more 
attacks on the United States. 

The United States said there 
was no indication to suggest that 
bin Laden or any of his top lieu- 
tenants had anything to do with 
the attempted attack and that the 
claim may have been motivated 
by the wish of the terror network’s 


leaders to appear in control of al- 
Qaeda’s offshoots. 

“They offer strategic guid- 
ance and rely on their affiliates to 
carry out that strategic guidance,” 
State Department 
spokesman P.J. 
Crowley said. 

Bin Laden “is 
trying to contin- 
ue to appear rele- 
vant,” he said. 

Bin Laden Nigerian Umar 

Farouk Abdul- 

mutallab told federal agents that 
he had been trained and given the 
explosives by al-Qaeda in the Arabi- 
an Peninsula, an al-Qaeda-inspired 
offshoot in bin Laden’s ancestral 
homeland of Yemen. 


In the minute-long recording 
released to Al-Jazeera Arabic news 
channel, bin Laden addressed Pres- 
ident Obama. 

“The message delivered to you 
through the plane of the heroic war- 
rior Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab 
was a confirmation of the previ- 
ous messages sent by the heroes 
of the Sept. 11,” he said. “Amer- 
ica will never dream of security 
unless we will have it in reality in 
Palestine.” 

U.S.-based IntelCenter, which 
monitors militant messages, said 
bin Laden used specific language 
he has used before in advance of 
attacks, a possible indicator of an 
upcoming action within the next 
12 months, paul schemm (ap) 


Tokyo 

Japanese voters delivered another 
blow to a stalled agreement to relo- 
cate a key American military base 
on Okinawa by electing a mayor 
on Sunday who campaigned on a 
promise to oppose the project. 

The vote in the city of Nago 
increases pressure on Japan’s gov- 
ernment to mothball a deal with the 
U.S. about the base — risking a rift 
between the allies at a time of rising 
Asian security concerns from North 
Korea’s nuclear program and Chi- 
na’s rising military strength. 

Residents of Nago chose chal- 


lenger Susumu Inamine — who 
campaigned against any expan- 
sion of U.S. military presence in the 
area — over incumbent Yoshikazu 
Shimabukuro. 

Nago is where Washington and 
Tokyo agreed in 2006 to move the 
Futenma U.S. Marine airfield from 
a more crowded part of the south- 
ern Japanese island. 

After securing victory. Inamine 
celebrated with jubilant supporters 
gathered at his office. 

“I fought this campaign vowing 
to resist the base,” he said. “I intend 
to keep that promise as we move for- 
ward.”

Retirement Hangs in the Balance 



Adjusting the mix of 
stocks and bonds is 
crucial for investors 

Personal Finance 

Don’t fret too much if you never got 
around to rebalancing your mutual 
fund portfolio last year. Procrasti- 
nation may have turned out to be a 
decent course of inaction. 

That’s because a bull market 
has done much of the work. The 
stock market’s rapid recovery has 
gone a long way toward restoring 
an appropriate balance of stocks- 
to-bonds in many portfolios, which 
is essential so that they’re not too 
risky or conservative. Here are five 
tips for maintaining an appropriate 
balance of investments through the 
market’s ups and downs. 

Create a Plan 

If you haven’t already, figure out 
your appropriate asset mix. There 
are plenty of considerations beyond 
your age and projected retirement 
date. Think about how much you’ve 
saved so far and how much volatili- 


ty you can stomach. For older inves- 
tors, a rule of thumb is to keep a 
percentage of bonds that’s rough- 
ly equivalent to your age. 

Check Your Direction 

Experts disagree on how often to 
rebalance, so figure out what makes 
sense for you. Some financial advis- 
ers suggest quarterly or even more 


frequent rebalancing. Others cau- 
tion that frequent rebalancing is 
akin to trying to time the market’s 
short-term moves. For most people, 
once a year is about right. 

Focus on the Big Picture 

Rather than considering the asset 
mix in one or two pieces of your 
portfolio, examine how it all fits 


together. Adding everything will 
reveal your overall exposure to 
stocks versus bonds, and to cer- 
tain areas of the stock market that 
may be riskier than others. 

Check the Target 

Once you’ve added everything, 
see how far you may have strayed 
from your target. Rebalancing may 
be in order if there’s a movement 
of 5 to 10 percentage points. With 
401(k)s, adjusting your mix can be 
easy; it’s more involved if you have 
holdings across different accounts, 
or own individual funds or stocks. 
If a portfolio review doesn’t turn 
up any big variations from your 
plan, it may not make sense to 
adjust at all. 

Try Going on Autopilot 

If you’re not inclined to monitor 
your investments, consider going 
on autopilot with target-date funds. 
These products — also known as 
“life cycle” funds — automatically 
adjust to a more conservative asset 
mix as an investor ages, shifting to 
fewer stocks and more bonds closer 
to retirement, mark jewell (ap) 



Congress created three home-buyer 
tax credits that many taxpayers will 
claim on this year’s IRS filings.

It applied to homes 
purchased between Jan. 1, 2009, and 
Nov. 30, 2009. 

Longtime Owners Credit 

The third change extended the eligibil- 
ity dates to homes purchased through 
April 30, 2010. It also added a credit 
for longtime homeowners who pur- 
chased a new residence between Nov. 
7, 2009, and April 30, 2010, but at a 
reduced value, carole feldman (ap)

How to Sign Off for Good 

Web sites offer the chance to put your online affairs in order before it’s too late

Heather Pierce lives in Glover 
Park, but much of her life floats 
in the cloud. 

Her e-mail is stored in that vast 
digital space, bouncing between 
Yahoo server farms. Her bank state- 
ments reside there, too, along with 
her mortgage payments, credit card 
files, movie rental account, library 
book list, home videos, thousands 
of photos and blog. 

If Pierce’s house caught fire, 
what would she dash in to save? Not 
much, probably. “All of that impor- 
tant stuff is online now,” she said. 

Which is why Pierce, 38, recent- 
ly paid $29.99 to sign up for yet 
another account in the cloud — 
one that stores all of her passwords 
and log-in information, and then, if 
the worst happens, distributes the 
data to whomever she designates 
as a sort of digital executor. On its 
Web site, under serene pictures of 
clouds painted against a deep blue 
sky, the company calls its service “a 
digital safety deposit box.” 

Pierce’s backup service, San 
Francisco-based Legacy Locker, is 
one of a dozen Web 2.0 businesses 
that have sprung up to help denizens 
of the digital world grapple with 
the thorny issues raised after your 
physical being leaves behind only 
its virtual reality. Internet experts 
and estate planners say a cyber-cri- 
sis is brewing, noting that many of 
the world’s most popular Internet 
services have policies that, barring 
an order from a court, forbid access 
or transferring accounts — includ- 
ing recovering any money — unless 
someone has the password. 

The dot-coms occupying the 
new digital beyond run the gamut 
from pure password storage sites 
like Legacy Locker — a competitor 
in Switzerland promises a “Swiss 
bank” for assets — to start-ups such 
as Bcelebrated.com, which helps

ping down the cherry tree. 

But the e-mails from beyond 
serve another purpose, particularly 
as relationships stretch as wide as 
the cloud that nurtures them. Busi- 
nesses are cropping up to serve the 
new universe of friends, people met 
on chat boards or on Facebook. How 
will, say, 700 of your Twitter follow- 
ers find out about your death if you 
can’t log in to tell them? 

“Everything is hidden in the 
clouds,” said Gary Altman, a 
Bethesda estate attorney. “If no one 
knows it’s there or where to get it, 
how are you going to find it?” 

Pierce learned this lesson the 
hard way. Her sister-in-law died 
suddenly last year and, as the fam- 
ily was grieving, the woman’s hus- 
band realized that decisions needed 
to be made about his wife’s business. 
But nobody knew her passwords to 
e-mails or other account informa- 
tion. The relatives guessed. They 
guessed some more. Finally, after 
more than a week, they got in. 

Said Pierce: “This awful trag- 
edy was compounded by the fact 
that nobody knew her passwords.”

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Metro Board Adds Feds 


White House names 
two representatives 
to help with oversight 

Washington 

The Obama administration planned 
to name two federal representatives 
to serve as new members of Met- 
ro’s board of directors Sunday in an 
urgent bid to strengthen oversight 
of the troubled transit agency. 

The General Services Adminis- 
tration will announce the appoint- 
ments of veteran transit official 
Mortimer L. Downey as a director 
and regional planning executive 


Marcel C. Acosta as an alternate 
director, GSA Acting Adminis- 
trator Stephen R. Leeds said in a 
statement. The members — the first 
of four federal appointees — are 
expected to be seated at a sched- 
uled board meeting Thursday. 

The GSA had planned to 
announce all four appointees 
together, but “given the impor- 
tance of what is going on” at Metro, 
it rushed to appoint Downey and 
Acosta in time for that meeting, a 
GSA official said. 

The move to install the first 
federal representatives on Met- 
ro’s board injects a fresh element 
of uncertainty into Metro opera- 


tions as the agency struggles with 
historic budget deficits, a lead- 
ership vacuum in its executive 
ranks and widespread concerns 
about safety. 

The GSA chose the appointees 
after consulting with “a broad 
range of stakeholders both inside 
and outside the government and 
across the communities of inter- 
est,” an official said. 

“The strengths we looked for 
were financial management, sus- 
tainability, expertise in transit 
operations and planning ... and 
frequent riders of the Metrobus

Teachers union calls 
comments ‘reckless,’ 
without basis in fact 

Washington 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle A. 
Rhee told a national business mag- 
azine that some of the 266 teach- 
ers laid off in October’s budget 
reductions had sex with children 
or had hit them, a claim immedi- 
ately and angrily challenged Fri- 
day by leaders of the Washington 
Teachers Union. 

Rhee’s comments appear in the 
February issue of Fast Company, a 
magazine aimed at young entrepre- 
neurs and change-minded corpo- 


rate executives. 

In a brief item, Rhee addressed 
the union allegation that she con- 
trived the budget crunch to circum- 


vent seniority rules and rid the sys- 
tem of older teachers. 

“I got rid of teachers who had 
hit children, who had had sex with 


children, who had missed 78 days 
of school. Why wouldn’t we take 
those things into consideration?” 
she said. 

Rhee declined to provide spe- 
cific numbers Friday or details to 
substantiate her remarks about sex- 
ual misconduct and teachers strik- 
ing students. 

George Parker, president of 
the teachers union, called Rhee’s 
statements “reckless” and with- 
out basis in fact. 

“This paints all teachers as 
being a group of child molesters 
who assault children and don’t come 
to work,” Parker said. “It damages 
the reputation of a lot of innocent, 
hardworking, dedicated teachers.”

As a freshman arriving on campus 
in 2007, Georgetown junior Julian 
Vaughn didn’t hate Syracuse. He 
knew a rivalry existed between the 
Hoyas and the Orange, but it was 
hard to muster up much disdain 
against a foe he’d never faced. 

Now, though, when he takes the 
floor Monday for No. 12 George- 
town’s first matchup this season 
against No. 5 Syracuse, Vaughn 
has four previous tilts to draw 
upon. And it’s had a predictable 
effect on his emotions. 

“There’s definitely a little ani- 
mosity there,” said Vaughn. “It 
means a whole lot to the fans.” 

And this time, the ramifica- 
tions couldn’t be higher for a Janu- 
ary contest. Georgetown (15-3, 6-2 
in the Big East) trails the Orange 
(19-1, 6-1) by just a half-game in the 
Big East standings and responded 
to last weekend’s loss to No. 4 Vil- 
lanovaby ending No. 11 Pittsburgh’s 
31-game home winning streak on 
Wednesday night and blowing out 
Rutgers Saturday.

“We’re taking the shots we 
should take, and they’re going in,” 
said Hoyas coach John Thomp- 
son III.

“You’re either going to do some- 
thing very special,” Ozzy recalls his 
father telling him, “or you’re going 
to go to prison.” Remarkably, the 
lad did both. Three months among 
the rapists, murderers and child 
molesters made him much more 
serious about music. 

“I Am Ozzy” is a highly enter- 
taining, often hilarious read, and 
the man is great company for 400 
pages. Yet, he spends too little time 
discussing the music that made him 
famous. Ozzy is, of course, perhaps 
the least qualified member of Black 
Sabbath to plumb the meanings ol 
their lyrics or the originality of their 
sound, but he doesn’t provide very 
much insight at all into the musical 
scene of the late 1960s or how Sab- 
bath managed to transform refried 
blues rock into something wholly

She’ll Stir Some Souls 


Patty Griffin gives 
her seventh album 
a spiritual feeling 


CD Review 


Patty Griffin recorded her sev- 
enth album at the pulpit of the 
Downtown Presbyterian Church, 
a Nashville landmark built in 1849 
and used as a Union hospital dur- 
ing the Civil War. Such a spiritu- 
al and historic setting is certain-

ly appropriate for this collection 
of gospel numbers that marry her 
achy country vocals with church- 
ly swagger. It obviously inspired 
Griffin not only in her performance 
but in the selection of songs, as the 
album’s title, “Downtown Church,” 
makes clear. 

It also informs the sound of 
the album. Buddy Miller, the vet- 
eran producer who manned the 
boards for Allison Krauss and Rob- 
ert Plant on their Grammy-win- 
ning “Raising Sand,” captures an 
open, airy sound that echoes the 
exuberance and worry inherent in 
these songs. Churches tend to have 
great acoustics, which makes them 
apt alternatives to recording stu- 
dios, but the Downtown Presbyte- 
rian Church lends this album an 
almighty gravity. 

Spiritually, Griffin has 
described herself as a lapsed 
Catholic with interests in many

faiths. That curiosity extends 
to her music, and “Downtown 
Church” includes two original 
compositions, a lovely Spanish- 
language hymn, Negro spiritu- 
als and covers of religious songs 
by Hank Williams and Big Mama 
Thornton. 

Griffin has no trouble invest- 
ing opener “House of Gold,” the 
hushed “Little Fire” and the elegi- 
ac “Never Grow Old” with a mix of 
worldly pathos and spiritual yearn- 
ing, but the faster, more celebratory 
numbers, such as “Move Up,” lack 
the sense of gritty ebullience that 
informs so much gospel. This style 
of music demands a sense of aban- 
don — to the song as much as to the 
Lord — and Griffin is too reserved 
and controlled to really let go. In 


particular, she lacks the righteous 
sass to put over Thornton’s “I Smell 
a Rat,” which here sounds gaudy 
and reaching. 

On the other hand, “Death’s Got 
a Warrant” sounds brimstone fear- 
ful as her band hammers ominous 
knells out of some old spiritual: Are 
those nails being hammered into 
coffins? Tools being thrust into 
soil? The idea is simple but pow- 
erful, the song short but forceful. 
“Downtown Church” is as flawed 
as any sinner, but it’s moments like 
“Warrant” that save this soulful 
endeavor.
